BODIES OP AMERICANS 


KILLED IN MEXICO AT EL PASO 


EL PASO, Tex., July 6.—The bodies 


of Capt. Charles T. Boyd. Lieut. Henry 
Adair and seven troopers of the Tenth 
cavalry killed at Cariizal were brought 
to El Paso early 
today. 
Only the 


bodies of the two officers and Private 
Dewitt Kuckci- have been identified. 


Eight of the .Americans were ex- 


humed from a single grave, the under- 
takers said. The dead had been gath- 
ered from the field of hattlc and cast 
into a ditch which was then rilled up. 
The bodies of Capt. Boyd, Lieut. Adair 
and six troopers, stripped of their uni- 
forms, were mixed indiscriminately in 
the dirt.

NEW TORK, July 
6.—The 
health 


department announced today that un- 
completed figures show that during 
the 24 hours preceding 9 o'clock this 
norning, twenty-four children died of 
infantile paralysis in the greater city.

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President of the Bay State Road 


Describes Causes of Loss of 
Revenue at Hearing 


The following is a report of the tes- 


timony of President P. F. Sullivan of 
the Bay State road before the public 
service commission • yesterday: 


President Sullivan told of the pur- 


pose of the consolidations, saying it 
led to economy of operation. 
There 


were then Insufficient power stations, 
principally south of Boston. 
In the 


early days accounts of SO companies 
had to be kept. 
There was a gooil 


deal of friction In some cities because 
of more than o-e company operating 
under the same stock control and-tfot 
Interchanging transfers. 


Changed conditions since that time 


have prevented what was anticipated. 
' The two most important causes, he 


stated, are the privately-owned auto- 
mobile and the moving pictures. Last 
autumn there were 26,061 autos reg- 
istered in the nay State's territory, ex- 
clusive of Boston. Assuming 10 cents 
per day per car as the sum diverted 
from the street cars, it Bums up to 
substantially 51,000,000. The privately- 
owned autos' inroads into revenue date 
from 1906-7. To this loss must ho add- 
$d the harm caused by jitneys, which 
flrst appeared In Fall River in 1312 
and spread to other parts of the- sys- 
tem; From this element, the president 
ascribed a loss to the company of from 
$500 a day In winter to nearly 51000 a 
day In summer. 
He said it varied to 


the extent of 5300,000 to 1350,000 a 
year. Mr. Sullivan thought the jitney 
In some form or other will stay and 
that the automobiles 
will increase. 


The moving pictures have seriously 
out Into the Bay State's park business; 
•with picture houses In even the small- 
est towns, there Is no incentive to 
take the car to the nearest city. 


Taxes have been an Important ele- 


ment In the failure of the Bay State 
company to fulfill the expectations of 
Its backers, said the president. Dur- 


ing his term of office taxes have In- 
creased from 2 1-2 per cent, of gross 
income to 7 per cent.—a difference of 
$-100.000. 


"The cost, substantially, of every 


item that goes into construction, main- 
tenance and operation of railways has 
increased. 
Speaking broadly, I know 


of no decrease except in power sta- 
tion enuipmc-iu." 


Depreciation has had President Sul- 


livan's attention for many years and 
since 1009 the company has felt it was 
hound to become acute. 
Among oth- 


ers, he discussed the matter with Prof. 
Adams, an interstate commerce com- 
mission expert. 


"We decided two nnd a half years 


agro that we couldn't avoid It 
a 


longer, that\having tried every other 
means of setting more net income we 
should finally, have to ask 
for in- 


creased fares." 


It had been increasingly difficult to 


get money al reasonable rates. Stock 
issues have not brought the most sat- 
isfactory results. The company foum 
it could not sell Its bonds at as good 
a figure as formerly. 


In preparing the new schedule 


fares, Robert M. Feustel. the engineer 
was instructed only "to get a returt 
on the investmetn that would stanc 
the test based on rates of fares which 
would show no discrimination." 
The 


rate of return on the Investment was 
placed at 7 per cent., which, however, 
does not mean 7 per cent, return on 
the stock.

mean the purchase of 150 of these cars 
and not 30 or 40 as Arnold suggested. 
The latter said that such a change 
would involve the co-operation of the 
public, changes In track, double track- 
ing in places, elimination of curves. 
addition of feed wire. Tho saving, un- 
der all conditions, would be "minus," 
he thought. 


In practically every city on the Bay 


State system the company is compelled 
to have a car barn, said President Sui- 
livan. To get out of the barns on their 
runs and back to tho barns at night 
runs into money, so they canpot bo too 
few and far between. 
The company 


has eliminated the 
operating 
barns 


which do not make for efficiency, ex- 
cept in the case of Lynn and Salem. 


On tho matter of cutting salaries. 


recommended by Arnold, the president 
said: "The salaries of the general of- 
ficers are 
$74,600. 
Eliminating 
tho 


president, three of these men refused 
to leave our company for higher com- 
pensation. 
As to the character and 


ability of the men, none more con- 
scientious can be found. They are com- 
petent, able, honorable, and their sal- 
aries 'will not be reduced with my 
consent. But assuming every one did 
serve, including the president, with- 
out compensation, the saving would 
be only 574,600." He said he employed

So 
far as tho medical authorities of New 
York have been able to discover, the 
disease originated in' the borough of 
Brooklyn, but it has spread'with con- 
siderable rapidity into other parts of 
the city. Many residents of New York, 
fearing that their children may get the 
disease, 
are 
leaving 
tha city. This 


should be known to tho authorities and 
medical 
practitioners 
even In 
cities 


where ordinarily there is slight likeli- 
hood of the New Yorkers going. 
Be- 


cause there is the possibility of con- 
tamination of other communities with 
the disease through this exodus-from 
New York, every effort will be made, 
I understand, to prevent a recognized 
case to leave the city. Tho condition 
Is considered to ba so serious In New 
York city that tho medical authorities 
have felt justified in placarding the 
homes where cases have appeared, and 
have demanded effective personal quar- 
antine or removal to hospitals for Iso- 
lation.

ted clothing of the patient is also in- 
sisted upon.

"In our investigation among 
tho 


'ew cases which "have come to our'ni- 
.ention it has been found that while 
one child in the family showed very 
positive signs of Infantile paralysis, 
he mother invariably informed us that 
the other children had had only 
slight upset or a cold in tho head and 
that there had been vomiting and 
slight febrile condition. 
Now, as a 


matter of fact, all the children had 
the disease, hut in only one case had 
t gone to the stage of paralysis. Tho 
disease in medical , phraseology 
was 


aborted In the other cases—the chil- 
dren got well without going into the 
stage of paralysis. 


"AnterlopolyomyoHis is more com- 


mon In children, although It may he 
found in adults. Tho morlality from 
It is ordinarily' not high, but in this 
particular New York'epidemic it seems 
to he very high.. Complete recovery 
from the paralysis is riot common, foi 
tho disease usually leaves the patient 
crippled. 


Dr. Carroll spoke at length on the 


disease and speaking about local con- 
ditions said:

DEFEXSE—SAYS SPOTS O.V GIRL'S 


COAT MADE AFTER HER DEATH 


CHICAGO, July 
6.—Marian' Lam- 


bert's be-spotted green overcoat was 
taken to the cleaners—theoretically— 
at Waukegan 
yesterday 
and 
those 


three, accusing spots of poison were 
rubbed out. Dr. John 
A. Wisener, 


poison expert, officiated. 
The 
three 


white splotches vanished under the ex- 
planations of this man of science, who 
appeared for the Orpet defense. 


Taking the witness stand at the 


opening of court, Dr. Wisener assert- 
ed:The spots—they are more like thin 
smears or smudges, not penetrating 
deeper than the thick 
nap 
on the 


coarse cloth—were placed there after 
Marian Lambert died. 


The powder on the palm of Marian's 


right hand and on her cheek had not 
been in solution, but was originally as 
it was when noticed. 


Her 
death 
resulted from powdered I 


poison. 


His testimony shatters the strongest 


link in the prosecution's chain of cir- 
cumstantial 
evidence — that 
Marian 


drank a liquid—no 
bottle 
could be' 


found nearby and the conclusion was 
reached that Orpet must have taken 
it away. 


Dr. Wisener directly contradicted Dr. 


Ralph W. Webster, the expert who 
testified for the state. 
Added weight 


to his opinions will be given today 
by William D. McN'ally, chemist to Ihe 
Cook 
county 
coroner. 
Mr. McNaliy 


also was a state witness, testifying the 
day after he was called into the case. 
That was on June 13, since that date 
he had completed experiments which 
have caused him to coincide with the 
views of Dr. Wisener. 


Dr. Wisener based his Important 


statements on research 
in .his own 


la.bora.tory. 
He was 
convinced, 
he 


said, that the three spots were not 
made by liquid, because when in solu- 
tion tho kind of poison which killed 
the girl runs off woolen cloth in the 
same manner as globules of mercury. 
He was positive that if the poison hail 
spilled from the bottle on the coat at 
the time ot the girl's death the drops 
would have "glided from it into the 
snow. 


The witness also corroborated what 


Is to be one of the salient features of 
Chemist McXally's testimony. The lat- 
ter said lhat no June 12, when he first 
saw the coat, he detected the odor of 
the poison arising from the spots. This 
odor Is not present after the poison in 
question is exposed to the atmosphere 
for three or four weeks; and Marian 
Lambert had been dead nearly three 
months when the coat was called to 
McXally's attention.

CARRANZA'S NOTE 


In word and in action Carranza has 


ihovn as strongly as he could that he 
does not deslie war with Hie United 
States and that lie is anxious for a 
peaceful solution of present problems. 
The release of the prisoners i.nadc at 
Carrizal was the firs! indication, and 
the note published in the press yester- 
day was the second and the more em- 
phatic. Contrary to all predictions the 
note is a complete surrender of the de- 
fiant Mexican attitude and it shows 
the Washington administration a way 
out of the mlxnp without the necessity 
tor declaring war. Although 
on the 


brink of war a week ago, this country 
can now anticipate a practical 
and 


peaceful policy that shall lead the way 
to a permanent 
settlement 
oi 
the 


burning Mexican question. 
• At the outset the note declares hum- 
bly that it is the desire of the Mexi- 
can government "to reach a 
pacific 


and satisfactory arrangement of pres- 
ent dimculiies." It then goes on 
to 


mention as the two causes of trouble 
the hitherto unprotected condition of 
the Mexican border and Ihe presence 
of American Iroops in 
Mexico. The 


sending of American troops to Texas 
H mentions as the settlement of the 
"former difficulty and hopes that a way 
out of the other will soon be found. 
Yet there Is no demand that our troops 
he withdrawn, ihe intimation 
being 


. that while such a course would be de- 


sirable. Carranza 
depends on 
the 


American government to do the right 
thing. This is a. complete change of 
front from the last impertinent note, 
and it shows that already the presence 
of the troops across the line has work- 
ed wonders on Mexican public opinion 
—if there is such a thing. 


Probably the most hopeful clause in 


the brief and pointed document is the 
announcement that 
Latin 
American 


republicans have offered 
to 
mediate 


end Carranza's willingness to 
abide 


by either such mediation or else direct 
negotiations. 
Moreover, the 
Mexican 


government purposes to enforce all ef- 
forts ' to bring about a better feeling 
and to quell the anarchy and brigan- 
dage that have brought about the situ- 
ation. I.Ia'd the note been written in 
the Washington state department for 
Carranza to sign, it 
could 
scarcely 


promise more or be. couched In more 
satisfactory language. 
' It would now seem the part of pru- 
dence for the administration to with- 
draw the so-called punitlvs expedition, 
while keeping a siiflicient force of the 
National Guard on the. Mexican border 
to protect all American Interests, pun- 


- Ish any desultory raiders and bo oh 


hand for a possible call 
later. 
No 


power in the new world or the old 
can find fault with the 
mobilization 


of American troops on American soli 
until the Mexican question is settled 
right. On (he other hand It is ques- 
tionable if we have any moral right to 
keep troops in Mexico, 
when 
their 


original mission has been nullified and 
while they have no definite program 
for the future. 
Texas would not take 


kindly to a band of Mexicans settled 
on American soil without positive ex- 


long way to right a wrong and that 
the better plan is to sit down calmly 
and take counsel.

Mclvin G. Rogers, town counsel for 


Tewksbury, informed The Sun

the plant sometime ago, but the offi- 
cials of the company have asked for a 
little time, for they believe they can 
operate the plant without damaging 
property, and accordingly an extension 
of time was granted until next week 
during which time an expert chemical 
engineer will investigate. 


As stated in The Sun several days 


ago, the farmers and horticulturists 
of the immediate vicinity of the plant 
complain that the fumes that emanate 
from the sulphuric acid plant are in- 
jurious to their crops and in several 
Instances large fields of vegetables and 
flowers have been destroyed. The offi- 
cials of the town aro not making a 
drive against the company, but they 
simply want to protect 
the 
farmers 


and they hope this can be done with- 
out any damage to the company. It 
is understood, however, thr.t the Avery 
Chemical Co. is willing to pay what 
damages have already been caused by 
their plant and is also, eager to remedy 
conditions so that operations 'of the 
plant can be continued to the satis- 
faction of all concerned.

evidence — that 
Marian 


drank a liquid—no
